Elba Council deals with several matters quickly 


Major items on the accounts pay- 
able list include $2,017.24 for pav- 
ing asphalt; $1,945.97 for vehicle re- 
pair and $1,398.53 for police 
uniforms, 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow re- 
ported construction to start soon on 
the school access road and walking 
path from Taylor Mill Road. 

The council approved Morrow’s 
request to purchase a line striping 
machine at a cost of $1,195.00. The 
clerk had suggested using the pro- 
ceeds from recycling, which have to- 
taled $1,887.34 since (October 1996. 

The clerk was also given per- 
mission to purchase a vehicle lift for 
the mechanic shop, if the Water and 
Electric will approve paying half the 
cost. The lowest price Morrow found 
was $3,600.00, installec!. 

The council also ajproved pur- 
chase of a street sweeper at a cost of 
$70,667.20. While only one bid was 
received this time, Grimes reported 
the bid was lower than wither of the 
previous bids. 

Prior to the vote, Couricil member 
John Sharpless asked about funds to 
pay for the equipment and was told 
the funds were available. 

A problem with lot cliearing and 
hauling off of stumps, etc. was pre- 
sented to the council by Morrow. He 
said it was causing excessive ex- 
pense, Council members asked that 
he come back to the next council 
meeting with the existing: city or- 
dinance on this matter. 

Mayor Grimes reported on his 
meeting with the rescue squad of- 
ficers, police chief and city attorney.

Hurricane season starts on June 
Ist, and lasts through November 
30th. It is important for everyone to 
plan well ahead of time for the po- 
tential adverse effects of hurricanes 
in this area, and be prepared to pro- 
tect lives and property. 

One of the major hazards accom- 
panying hurricanes and _ tropical 
storms in this area is flooding. Cof- 
fee County needs not be reminded of 
the devastation caused by flooding. 

In 1990 and 1994, flood waters 
caused major damage in the county 
and in some cases completely de- 
stroyed homes and personnel posses- 
sions. 

Much has been done in the way 
of prevention in this area. Some ex- 
amples are: 

1) An excellent 
nance system in Elba, 

2) An area flood warning system 
has been installed and is maintained 
and monitored locally. 

3) Several flood control projects 
have been completed in Enterprise - 
notably in the area around city hall. 

4) Many projects by private citi- 
zens, such as drainage systems, re- 
taining walls, etc. have been put in 
place. 

5) Elba, Enterprise, New Brock- 
ton and Kinston have stringent re- 
strictions and standards relating to 
construction in defined flood hazard 
areas.

Also, it is important to note that 
grants from FEMA to individual 
property owners are normally limit- 
ed to $12,500.00 (not nearly enough 
to cover catastrophic losses). T 
grant is only payable when the dam- 
age occurred as a result of a Federal- 
ly declared disaster situation, and not 
for the many instances when damage 
is localized. 

An alarming fact is that, despite 
the ready availability of flood insu- 
rance, there are only 399 flood insu- 
rance policies in effect in all Coffee 


tection factor which is readily availa- 
ble but widely ignored, and that is 
flood insurance. 

Normal homeowners’ or renters’ 
insurance policies do not cover dam- 
age caused by flooding. A separate 
flood insurance policy must be ob- 
tained to provide protection from 
damage or loss caused by flooding. 

Flood insurance policies are 
available to everyone living in Cof- 
fee County, and usually at reason- 
able prices. 

A structure (residence or busi- 
ness) does not have to be in a de- 
fined flood hazard area to be eligible 
for flood insurance. In fact, struc- 
tures outside defined flood hazard 
areas usually qualify for “preferred 
risk” rates. 

Many people think that because 
they live outside defined flood haz- 
ard areas, they are not at risk for 
flooding. That is simply not true.

It is somehow fitting that with 
only hours left in this year’s regular 
legislative session that an issue 
which the Legislature has labored 
over for years is now substantially 
resolved through action of the Al 
abama Supreme Court. This by no 
means is criticism of the Leg 
islature or its process. But it is an 
indication of the difficulty any de- 
liberative body faces when trying 
to resolve an issue like tort reform. 

The decision handed down by 
the Alabama Supreme Court in 
BMW vy. Gore provides the frame- 
work and guidelines which should 
remove the possibility of excessive 
punitive damage claims in Al 
abama’s trial courts. While many 
will point to this decision as a de- 
feat for the plaintiff's bar, it is im 
possible for those who believe in 
the American system of  ju- 
risprudence to condemn the action 
of the Court. This cecision will 
mark a new day for the practice of 
law in Alabama. It will mean vastly 
redyced jury and bench decisions in 
punitive damage cases. But the de- 
cision of the Court does not make 
the error of taking away the rights 
of plaintiffs to seek justice before 
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The Elba Police Department, begin- 
ning Monday, May 5, 1997, investigated 
the following incidents: one disorderly 
conduct, one forgery, one accidental 
shooting, one dog bite, three harass 
ments, one burglary, three criminal mis- 
chiefs, one failure to appear, and one as- 
sault. 

Arrests were as follows: one for pub 
lic lewdness, one for public intoxication, 
one for failure to pay, one for theft of 
property, and one for failure to appear.

In line with the decision of the 
U.S. Supreme Court in this same 
case, the Alabamna Supretue Court 
rejects the notion that a mathemat- 
ical formula can be used to de 
termine punitive damages. Both 
these high courts recognize that a 
mathematical solution, by defini- 
lion, ignores the special circum- 
stances of each individual case. 
While a formula for punitive dam- 
ages provides the due process pro 
tections which both courts seek for 
defendants, such a solution could 
destroy the ability of punitive dam- 
ages to reach their primary goal - 
the deterrence of harmful behavior. 

The decision of the U.S. Su 
preme Court and the Alabama Su 
preme Court underscore the con- 
cept that justice is individual and 
must fit each individual situation. 
With this decision handed down to- 
day, the Alabarna Supreme Court 
also provides a clear means of en- 
suring that justice is preserved for 
defendants and plaintiffs alike. Yes, 
many will call this decision a defeat 
for the Alabama Trial Lawyers As- 
sociation. But no one can deny that

Court and our legal process 


The decision does several things 
that are very interestin.g. First, in a 
footnote in the decision, the Court 
unveils its own research that shows 
that since 1989 in /Alabama less 
than 10 percent of the cuses al 
firmed on appeal had punitive dam 
age judgments greater than $2 mil 
lion dollars. This accurate picture is 
far from the tort hell the press con 
tines to try to pairit of our state. 
Second, the Court ruled that any 
punitive damage judgment which 
approaches 10 perwent of a person 
or company’s net worth may be ex 
cessive, Finally, the Court lays out 
a clear three-part guideline for trial 
courts to use in reviewing punitive 
damages. 

This decision should relieve 
much of the pressure state govern 
ment has felt to inact tort reform 
legislation. In fact, with the Fore 
most ruling just a few weeks ago, 
the Alabama Supreme Court has 
vastly altered the structure of our 
tort system. Attorney Gen. Bill 
Pryor praised the Foremost de 
cision and said ‘hat the civil fraud 
bills in the Legislature were “un 
necessary” due to the issuance of 
the Foremost opinion. 

But let me predict right now that 
radicals who have worked to kill 
every reasonable tort reform meas- 
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ure offered for the past two years 
will condemn the Court. These rad 
icals will ignore the fact the BMW 
decision was affirmed by Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike on 
the Court. They will ignore the fact 
that the decision cuts across ideo 
logical lines. They will condemn 
the Court because they are not in 
terested in reasonable tort reform 
These people want to keep the tort 
reform paranoia alive so they can 
use it to extort campaign contribu- 
tions and votes in the 1998 elec 
tion, Business forces announced 
last week that they were walking 
away from the tort reform nego 
tiating table because they intended 
to win tort reform in the 1998 elec 
tions.

Zion Chapel's Co-operative Educa 
tion Program, instructed by Stacy S. 
Coale, received an Education Kit called 
The Journey Inside: The Computer, The 
kit is a part of a national computer ed 
cation program sponsored by The Intel 
Digital Education and Arts Program, 

The national education program of 
the Intel Corporation is designed to in 
crease technology literacy among high 
school students and inspite them to learn 
more about the science behind comput- 
ers, The Education Kit is a six unit pro- 
gram which contains of a variety of ed 
veational materials. A cardboard box, 
resembling today's personal computers, 
illustrates the major components of a 
personal computer. A one-hour video, 
divided into six segments, introduces 
each unit. The Teacher's Guide contains 
lesson plan suggestions, student hand- 
ouls, and nineteen overhead trans 
parencies. The classroom poster re- 
inforces the key components of the 
video, The Chip Kit is a collection of 
computer herdware components de 
signed for the students to engage in 
hands-on activities. The Chip Kit con- 
tains a silicon wafter, a non-functioning 
microprocessor, a bag of various com- 
puter chips including one Pentium chip, 
IV batteries, C batteries, LEDs with 
wires, incandescent bulbs with wires, 
switches, transistors, red and black wire, 
and electrical tape. 

The Journey Inside; The Computer 
program is divided into six units: Intro- 
duction to Computers, Microprocessors, 
Digital Information, Transistors, Fabrica- 
tion Facts, and Critical Thresholds. The 
materials are designed so that each unit 
can be studied for as short as three class 
periods or much longer--up to thirty 
class periods. The materials can be stud-

ied in this manner because each unit is 
divided into Introductory, Intermediate, 
and Advanced levels. 

Persofial compute systems are now 
commonplace. By the fall of 1995, well 
over one-third of all United States house 
holds had a general-purpose personal 
computer. Personal computers are used 
daily in education, business, and govern- 
ment facilities, Computer literacy and a 
basic knowledge of computer hardware 
are a necessity in today's society. The 
Education Kit will help students learn 
more about computer hardware by giv- 
ing them the opportunity to engage in 
hands-on activities and develop an un 
derstanding of the inner Workings of a 
computer system.

On August 1, 1995, Federal Court 
Judge Harold Murphy ordered the 
merger of Extension programs from 
Alabama A&M and Auburn univer- 
sities and established the new uni- 
fied Alabama Cooperative Extension 
System. 

The order stated...“‘Alabama shall 
have a single, statewide Cooperative 
Extension System that unifies the ef- 
forts of Auburn University and Ala- 
bama A&M University into one or- 

anization to be known and 
identified as the Alabama Coopera- 
tive Extension System to operate as 
the outreach organization for the 
land-grant function of these universi- 
ties.”

As a result of the court order, ma- 
jor changes in operation, state fund- 
ing, staffing and programming are 
being made; however, those who re- 
ceive the benefits of the Extension 
Service will experience no change. 

On Tuesday, May 13, the local 
office formally and officially 
changed its name to: Alabama Coop- 
erative Extension System/Coffee 
County office. 

The Chairman of the Coffee 
County commission, Tom Grimsley, 
made the following statement: 

“Tt has is often been said that the 
success of any community is meas- 
ured by the quality of its lawyers, 
doctors, ministers and teachers, The 
same can be said of its county Exten- 
sion agents. 

“This is a significant day in the 
history of Cooperative Extension 
work in Alabama - so significant that 
I’ve signed a proclamation setting 
aside today, May 13, as Extension 
System Recognition day in coffee 
County. 

“I invite all the people of Coffee 
County to reflect on the important 
role Extension has played and con- 
tinues to play in the economic vital- 
ity of our community. 

“Yes, the merger of the two Ex- 
tension programs at Alabama A&M 
and Auburn universities represent a 
big challenge to both universities 
and to local staff here in. our. county. 

“But for the past 83 years, Coop- 
erative Extension has always risen to 
meet the challenge, I have no doubt 


that following through with the mer- 
ger will be no exception.” 

Grimsley noted that Extension 
work at the county level has changed 
considerably over the past eight dec- 
ades, but that one thing will never 
change: the agents’ commitment to 
provide all Alabamians with the 
means for a better life. 

He pledged the full support of the 
Coffee County Commission to the 
members of the Extension staff in 
getting this new system underway. 

“In the long run, we’re confident 
the unification of the two programs 
will be hailed as not only visionary 
and insightful but also practical,” 
said Grimsley. “After all, a unified 
Extension System simply makes 
good sense.” 

The first county agents, known as 
demonstration agents, were em- 
ployed in Alabama in 1906 and be- 
gan work in 1907, “Farmer- 
demonstration work” was conducted 
in 23 of the state’s counties in 1907. 

In 1911, the state legislature ap- 
propriated $25,000 annually for farm 
demonstration work. Before that 
time, the state had given practically 
no money. 

Alabama has 46,000 farms cover- 
ing 109 million acres. The average 
farm size is 213 acres. 

In 1994, cash receipts from mar- 
keting totaled $2.91 billion. Liye-

Joint investigation dy local law and

Elba police officers have arrested 
an Elba lady on drug charges. 

At approximately 7:30 p.m, on 
Sunday, May 18, a search warrant 
was served by law enforcement offi- 
cers at 1119 Guyton Street in Elba, 

Tamara Tate, age 30, who lived at 
the above address was arrested and 
charged with illegal possession of 
marijuana and illegal possession of a 
controlled substance, 

Tate was taken into custody and 
placed in the Coffee County Jail 
where bond was set at $8,500.00. 

The arrest came as a result of a 
joint investigation by officers from 
the Elba Police Department, Enter- 

ise Police Department, Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department and the 
12th Judicial Circuit Drug Task 
Force, 

In another unrelated case, Terry
